Mulberry Rose (Schreiner 1941) M. 40’. 


Every hybridizer strives to secure a new iris unlike any iris already in commerce, a really distinct 
variation. Such an iris is Mulberry Rose. It completely dominated our seedling trial beds. Its delectable 
color of lovely mulberry rose eloquently bespoke its intrinsic individuality. The stem was very tall; ex- 
ceptionally well spaced branches carried the larger than average blooms so they towered over their other 
brethren. 


It was the most unusually colored seedling to flower for us. A development in the deeper pink class 
is as Close as it can be accurately classified. In reality it is singular in its color. To judge from the amount 
of comment it aroused in our garden this past season, we feel we are more than certain in predicting that 
Mulberry Rose is going to be widely grown and liked. Price, each $20.00 


Wakarusa (Lapham 1941) M. 36”. 


Wakarusa is a whole flurry of colors. Radiant with velvety orange and vivid red, a glaze of color 
with all the dash and flourish one finds in a gypsy camp. Forcible and magnetic in color it is a burnt orange 
and velvety orange bicolor with the falls modulating to flame red. Unlike any other iris. The iris nearest 
to it, but hardly to be compared with it, is Radiant. 


Wakarusa has a stem of good height. The blooms well spaced and of sterling substance. A develop- 
ment out of Mr. Lapham’s outstanding Red Gleam it is as stunning as its progenitor but in itself is a more 
novel color. The form of the flower is in keeping with its character, well arched standards, velvety full- 
fashioned falls, broad hafts, semi-flaring. Since the iris is made up of coppery-orange tints the Indian 
name, Wakarusa, is very appropriate. Price, each $20.00 


Silver Twilight (Schreiner 1941) EM. 34”. 


A sparkling, glistening, frosty silvery lilac with a subtle flush of pale nymph-like pink. The blooms 
are Classically formed and the delicate flutings of the florets seem to be literally carved. The glowing blooms 
are borne with an airy grace. One of the most delicately colored iris, it is full of life and animation, a flower 
of pristine beauty. As can be seen in the illustration, page 27, Silver Twilight is nicely branched, a hardy 
and thrifty grower. For sheer color delicacy, coupled with the ability to carry these delicate tints without 
fading, it is supreme. Very well substanced blooms. One of our favorites in the pastel iris.

Winter Carnival (Schreiner 1941) M. 40”. 


Here is a white iris as unique in form as it is pure in color. It is the outstanding flaring white. Tall, 
snow-white — one of the most beautiful white iris. The flare gives this iris an individuality most whites 
lack because of their plain petalled or hanging falls. In size it is large; very nicely proportioned blooms, 
full arched standards and falls that flare giving the entire flower the feeling of elaborate styling. Trimly 
tailored in all its parts this handsome waxy snow white iris has a lavish gold throat to regally cap its 
pure beauty. We exhibited this seedling at the Minnesota Peony & Iris Society Show last year where it 
won the Blue Ribbon as the most outstanding new seedling shown. 


St. Paul is known the country over for its annual, gay Winter Carnival week during which time mam- 
moth parades, ice shows, ski meets and all manner of winter sports activities hold full sway for a lively 
week. In honor of the gay festival of King Boreas we have chosen this name, Winter Carnival, as fitting 
and appropriate. In the north we experience difficulty growing many of the finer new whites as they are 
inclined to tenderness.

This seedling is a worthy introduction from a sincere and enthusiastic iris devotee, a newcomer to the 
hybridizer’s ranks. The old iris King Karl enjoyed great popularity and we feel sure that the people who 
liked King Karl will appreciate Freckles. It reduplicates the manner and informality of this old variety’s 
colorings closer than any other yellow plicata. 


Freckles has rich tone of cream-yellow for a background, covered with small fleckings of light chocolate 
brown. So dexterously and delicately are the slender markings applied the flower has more buoyant charm 
and delicacy of embellishment than enjoyed by other yellow plicatas. A blithely colored flower. It is well 
branched on 32” stalks, hardy, well substanced flowers.

Throughout the 
flower a sparkling, silvery sheen mingles with gold giving the flower the effect of having a sprinkling of 
star dust.

Salmon Splendor (Lapham 1941) EM. 30’. ; 

One of the most reliable massing iris to come to our attention. Some iris are noteworthy as iris for 
exhibition or display purposes. Others are more adapted to use in the garden. 

An extra prolific flowering variety, a single rhizome often sends up two or three bloom stalks per 
rhizome. The average-height stalks are extra sturdy, withstanding the heaviest winds. One of the most 
pleasing notes in the garden is an entrancing clump of Noweta. Salmon Splendor is an improvement on this 
luscious variety retaining all its charm and freshness while the flowers are larger and the color a shade of 
salmon with just a pink underglow possessing tremendous color appeal. Its growth habits rank it as a 
fine garden iris.

Coquetry (Schreiner 1941) E. 20”. 


An easy-to-grow Oncocyclus hybrid. About three-fourths the size of Wm. Mohr, it has more delicate 
dottings and markings and these colorings are on a purer white background.

It is larger and can be visualized as an improved Some Love 
and for us up north it has the happy faculty of being an easy grower. The flower is daintily ruffled. It 
arises from a cross of the Oncocyclus hybrid Sy/phyde, itself a hybrid of (Gatesii x Lortetii), crossed with 
the bearded variety Midwest. The flower stalk has two branches, unusual for a pogo-cyclus. A closeup 
bloom is pictured on page 23.

ANNE MARIE BERTHIER (Cayeux 1939) EM. 36”. 

This is one of the last importations we made from Mons. 
Cayeux. He sent this iris especially to us recommending it 
as the first large white variety that is hardy and vigorous 
in his climate, unlike Purissima and many of its derivatives 
which show a tendency to tenderness. Very vigorous and 
strong stemmed, round and large flowers. 

It is a very pure white without a throat marking of any 
kind. Lemon yellow beard. The color is exceedingly pure 
and chaste. We value the last plant received from our hy- 
bridist friend of France. $12.00 


ARCTIC (Kleinsorge 1940) M. 40”. 

Cool, brittle quartz-like white. The flower is well formed 
having that intangible quality of grace in its copiously 
carved blooms. Branched stalks carry many blooms. One 
of the most attractive features of this flower is the rich 
glowing overflow of a golden-yellow throat and beard, a 
most striking contrast to the enamel white flower. The 
flecks of gold on purest white make it a fresh, vital, invigo- 
rating new development.

ARETHUSA (Gage 1940) M. 40” 

A simply exquisite, lustrous, medium-rose colored devel- 
opment. The handsomely proportioned large blooms are 
delicately blended with a melodious golden-bronze haft 
contrasting effectively with the daphne red tones of the 
flower.

illuminated with a warm gold beard and mellow yellow 
haft.

Very good 
growth habits, branched stalks with good placement.

Vaporous cream and mellow yellow self of unusually fine 
texture and very lustrous finish. Broad flaring domed 
standards and wide semi-flaring falls are a uniform primrose 
yellow unmarred by veins, flushes or other color variations. 
A quiescent yet flowing elegance of color gives a dignity 
to this very lovely soft colored new yellow. Well branched 
stalks, fine height and well proportioned plant habits

FLORA CAMPBELL (Hill 1940) M. 34”. 

An iris of precise styling. The form and carriage are 
magnificent. In effect it gives the impression of restless 
colorings — really glowing with intense, warm tones of 
red-brown and peach-red. A self in color, the more rich 


velvety falls seem a tone darker giving a dramatic accent

FRANCES DOUGLAS (Gage 1940) M. 32”. 

A new blend of noble proportions and stately magnifi- 
cence. A rich blending haze of golden-tan on bewitching 
background of lavender blue. The falls flare giving the 
flower a flattering lilt.

One of the most beautiful new developments in the cream 
and white class. A charming caprice of coloring, unusual 
and unexpected, a harmony of cool lemony yellow and cream 
white. The standards are a clear sulphur to lemon yellow 
and the falls creamy white with a provocative edging and 
banding of limpid gold. The entire flower has a lilt to its 
carriage, the petals are deviously twisted and lightly fluted; 
a bewitching creation done in fresh colors without a mar or 
blemish on its chaste serene florets.

The 
entire flower is a melody of ageratum violet to pale vinaceous 
lilac with the base of the standards lightly frosted gold and 
bronze. The falls at the haft are colored like the standards 
blending to dark Hyssop violet and then to Petunia deep- 
ening to pansy violet with a light brown border around the 
edges.

A waxy-smooth cream iris. It is distinctive because it 
is a complete self.

KING’S RANSOM (Milliken 1940) M. 40”. 

Ruffling is a very much desired feature in the yellows. 
Rich gold, deeper in tone than Happy Days or Lady Para- 
mount, we have here an iris whose characteristics make it 
sound very promising indeed. Being a Southern California 
origination it requires testing for hardiness in portions of

LANCASTER (P. Cook 1940) M. 36”. 


A free blooming new development in tints of the deep 
pink register. There are very few pink iris that have its 
wide dimensional measurements. Angelus is one of the first 
in this respect and in this new iris, Lancaster, we have 
another addition to this color class embracing the finer 
points of broad form, heavy substance, wide hafts and 
other features we so confidently expect and get in other 
iris colors. 

A pronounced emphasis is given to the broad form of the 
flowers. Flat pendant falls, very heavy substance. In 
coloring — fluid swirls of deep pink to old rose. A dash of 
yellow gleams imperceptibly to give the flower light from 
below and gives the pink tones just the faintest hints of 
tan-pink. Both floriferous and hardy. A very individual 
flower suitable for the garden or show bench. $20.00 


MELANIE (Hill 1941) M. 40”. 

We predict a wave of popularity and appreciation for 
this iris which will place it in the very fore of the new pink 
iris once it has blossomed in the various parts of the coun- 
try. Having a splendid stem nearing 40 inches in height it 
carries five blooms open at a time and displays them in 
most arresting silhouettes. In color it has less blue and 
orchid than most pinks. The originator mentions that it 
has the deep pink hues observed in the falls of Rameses. 
Developed out of Rameses and various other pinks of com-

MISS MUFFET (Salbach 1940) E. 20”. 

An extraordinarily colored iris, recalling old Zwannenburg 
but a vast improvement. The first seedling of Wm. Mohr 
to have a different color. A large flower of creamy white 
standards with yellowish cast in the falls and rosy purple 
shadings. Of great interest and value in that it provides 


the avenue to infuse new blood lines into our garden iris.

NOEL (White 1940) E. 36”. 

Milk white — pure in color having angelic purity yet 
texture gloss and finish both lustrous and waxy.

NOONTIDE (Thole 1939) M. 40”. 

Trimly tailored this iris has been in commerce several 
years but it was not until we saw it blooming this last sea- 
son that we fully appreciated its merits. With the tre- 
mendous influx of new yellow iris we have been super critical 
of new additions. With the beauty of classic drapery Noon- 
tide, done in tones of taffy and buff-yellow with rich tex- 
tured petals, is an ideal for form, substance and unusual 
color. $4.00 


NYLON (Whiting 1940) ML. 34”. 

A subdued new blend. An intermingling of coral, soft 
buff tan with light lavender hints in the background that 
sort of give a soft filmy haze to the entire flower. Well 
textured and proportioned the haft has a few veins that 
slightly mar the smoothness. Fair height but well branched 
and a good grower. $10.00 


ORANGE FLAME  (Salbach 1940) M. 36”. 

A riot of color — vivid and brilliant. Arising from a cross 
of Radiant and Copper Lustre we have this gypsy-like, 
festive colored iris. Standards are burnished golden-orange 
and falls brilliant orange coppery-red. Scintillating its 
bright colorings it is one of the live spots of the garden. 
Large flowers on 3 foot stems, well proportioned blooms and 
fine branching, a vigorous grower. A striking creation in- 
deed. So unexpectedly bold and dashing are its tones it is 
the center of attraction wherever it is placed in the garden.

RADIO BEAM (Kellogg 1940) M. 36”. 

A refreshing soft light blend. In color effect translucent 
buff-yellow with a mist-like flush of violet-blue on the falls 
touched up with bright orange beard. The bloom is excel- 
lently proportioned, full, round standards, well substanced, 
heavy, flaring falls. The stalk is low and very well branched. 
The striking touch of blue punctuates and brings out the 
lovely detail of this iris. $12.50 


RED MAY (Murrell 1936) E. 24”. 

A new novelty intermediate origination from England- 
Described as a miniature Depute Nomblot, a flower of excel. 
lent form and substance, a warm, glowing plum-red with a

REGAL BEAUTY (Milliken 1939) ML. 38”. 

An iris in a favorite old color —rich glossy purple. 
Almost medieval blackish-purple falls with a flamboyant 
light standard of clear light violet with the whole ensemble 
capped by a rich glowing yellow beard. The iris looks all 
the more luxuriant because of an added glow of brown that 
centers in the falls and center of the flower. Very fine size 
and good stems.

The needle- 
pointing of novel rose markings on cream-yellow give this 
yellow ground plicata a merry personality and the casual 
ruffle seems to give the flowers a curtsying grace that is 
most endearing. Its novelty lies in the color of the mark- 
ings and the restraint and art with which they adorn the

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SHEBA (Kirkland 1937) EM. 34”. 

One of Dr. Kirkland’s later developments. Those who 
like Junaluska will appreciate Sheba. More yellow blend- 
ing in rose toned standards with very rich bright red falls.

SPRING DANCE (Milliken 1939) E. 42”. 


Mist-like and frothy, like a few wisps of clouds at dawn, 
Spring Dance, with its delicate tints of light lavender faintly 
suffused golden yellow is most appropriately climaxed by a 
bright beard in the center of the flower. A refreshing light 
blend of considerable charm for those appreciative of soft

STORM KING (Nicholls 1940) L. 48”. 


Massive —a vision of sombre fascination. One of the 
top notch dark iris, being as dark as any named variety 
and of splendid form and growth habits. It shares with 
Sable, which is a blue purple while Storm King is true pur- 
ple, the joint honor of being the outstanding dark iris in 
commerce today. The dusky Castor and Pollux of our 
gardens. 

Very sleek, luminous, rich blackish-purple with a red 
underglow. Ideal, widely-domed standards and flaring falls. 
A velvety iris with an inconspicuous beard without any 
visible markings on the haft. A very resplendent new iris

SUNDANCE (Nesmith 1940) L. 39”. 

Restless colors — like a trailing flame leaving chamelion- 
like tones that blend, change and create a very unusual 
color effect. In the vivid display of color we find the range 
of golden tan to rose sienna, falls shaded the same with a 
reddish mahogany zone on the upper portion and wide 
border of gold, corona-like, surrounding the brilliant red 
area. A brilliant and uniquely colored iris. $15.00 


SUNSET TAN (Egelberg 1940) ML. 36”. 

A charming light blend of exquisite beauty. An entranc- 
ing, harmonious combination of soft buff-fawn with a pale 
copper-pink glow. Fine formed flower, self in tone, of good 
substance with more pink and less bronze in its coloring 
than most other similarly colored. Strong stalks of moder- 
ate branching. $7.50 


VAGABOND PRINCE (J. Sass 1940) M. 36”. 
Austere, deeply colored dark purple self. Very smoothly 
finished and having a high gloss or sheen to the flowers, 
particularly the falls. Form is princely, very weather re- 
sistant. Not tall, its stems are proportionately branched. 
Serene, suave, reposeful. $7.50 


VIIPURI (Williamson 1940) M. 33”. 

As unique a color pattern as its famous sister Wabash 
though Viipuri is lighter colored and more ruffled than its 
sister. The standards are pure white, the falls violet purple 
with a light streak down the center. Well balanced flower 
of excellent substance. It has better branching than Wabash 
but in color it is lighter and does not have the more intense 
contrast of Wabash. $5.00 


WHITE CITY (Murrell 1939) EM. 48”. 

This iris is the 1940 winner of the Dykes Medal in Eng- 
land. It has been given very favorable comment over 
there and we were most fortunate in obtaining a start for 
our stock before hostilities broke out. It is an immense 
flower, blooms measuring seven inches across. Blooms are 
white with faintest hint of plumbago blue in the early 
stages. Falls are semi-flaring and the flower is very smooth 
and of remarkable substance. Stout, massive, 4 foot stalk, 
a splendid grower. 

We expect White City is going to fight it out with Snow 
Flurry, the other tinted white, for supremacy and the con- 
test promises to wax hot between these two giants. We 
have only a very limited stock and offer only a few roots 
for sale this season.

Following each variety name are given the name of the originator, 
year of introduction, season (Very Early, Early, Midseason, Midseason- 
Late, and Very Late), and height of plant in inches. 


Various terms applicable to iris used throughout this catalog may be 


defined as follows: 


AMOENA: (pleasing) white or tinted white standards with colored falls. 

PLICATA: (pleated stitched or stippled margin-color on white background. 

VARIEGATA: yellow or near-yellow standards with deeper falls which 
may be either veined or solid tones of brown or purple. 

BLEND: combination of two or more colors (one always being yellow). 

BICOLOR: (two colors) light or medium standards and deeper falls. 


SELF: an iris of uniform color. 


TEXTURE: sheen or finish of the petals. 


SUBSTANCE: thickness of petals.

ALASTOR (Spender 1940) EM. 38”. 


_This development in the dark pink class is a worthy ad- 
dition to this limited color class. A suave, supple and 
smoothly finished creation of delicate tints of deep cyclamin 
pink with an underlay of old-gold more pronounced at the 
haft. The entire flower is climaxed by a bright orange 
beard. Good substance, a satiny texture on the falls and 
non-fading flowers. Tall branched stem, a good grower 
with deep, glaucous green foliage. We introduced this 
English Silver Medal winner to America in 1940.

We give to them the gleanings of our yearly iris pilgrimages 
which take us to over two-thirds of the more outstanding hy- 
bridizer’s gardens and iris shows held throughout the country. 
The unique opportunity we have to see the iris “‘in the flesh’’ 
and decide which to add to our collection results in a listing of 
only the finest of all iris varieties. This information is supple- 
mented by an extensive correspondence with outstanding iris 
judges throughout the country.

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Explanation of Classification System 


On the following pages we have assembled our iris offerings grouped as to color, with complete data about each variety. We feel 
that such a comprehensive presentation of each color section, affording as it does a complete picture of each color group, facilitates 
comparisons as to height, blooming season, habits, price, tenderness, etc., and as a result simplifies for every iris 1over the selection 
of what he wants in whites, light blues, pinks, purples, yellows, etc. 


The following explanation covers the symbols used in these tables. Thus, under the column labelled ‘‘season”’ the letters ““VE”’ 
indicate very early blooming; ‘‘E’’, early; ‘‘M’’, midseason; ‘‘ML’’, midseason-late; and ‘‘VL’’, very late. In the “‘height’’ column, 
“T’’, indicates tall varieties (36” or over); ‘‘M’’, medium (30” to 36”); ‘‘L’’, low-growing (under 30 inches). Of course soils and 
seasons account for considerable variation in height. In the performance column, which represents an innovation of interest to land- 
scapers, we have indicated the blooming habits of each variety. Thus, ‘‘AA’’, denotes very prolific blooming; ‘‘A’’, good blooming; 
““B’’, average bloom; ‘‘C’’, moderate to shy bloom. Very new iris are usually given a tentative rating of ‘‘B’’, which will often be 
raised upon further trial. The symbol ‘‘t’’ indicates tenderness in northern latitudes; ‘‘t{’’, marked tenderness. A small square ( 0) 
indicates matked fragrance. (Practically all iris are somewhat fragrant.)

For 
giant size Gudrun holds sway. White Goddess, crinkly petalled, and Mount Washington, imposing and trim are each of great value. For 
massing Crystal Beauty is recommended. Dynamic in individuality is the flaring opulence of Winter Carnival. The sharp contrasts of gold 
and white in Arctic are singular.

Szegfried, the first yellow plicata, has markings of havana brown on 
cream, Or/off, an unexpected medley of cinnamon-tan on yellow. Tiffany a rich rose on yellow. Newer developments include Balmung, 
browner, and Ruth Pollock more rosy stippled. Freckles is itself immediately descriptive.

Within our red grouping you will note differentiation between reds having a chestnut or coppery influence and reds coming from 
the purple side of the color scale; in the immediate future we envision another subdivision of orange red as exemplified by Radiant’s 
colorings. 

Each year we name a quartet of reds that seem to tower above all other reds. Such a quartet includes Red Gleam, gleaming brown- 
red; The Red Douglas, red plush; Red Valor, garnet red and Radiant colorful orange-red. In naming only four we leave out free growing, 
resplendent Christabel or renowned Garden Magic. This would be folly as these two iris rank as high as the four above mentioned and 
at times surpass them. Therefore this year we name a sextette of recommendations. 


Rather different are the blended types of reds best visualized in E. B. Williamson and Sonny Boy. Newer and very effective red blends 
are Dr. Kirkland’s two new ones, Setting Sun and Sheba. In bicolor range of reds Marco Polo is generally picked as the finest red bi- 
color with more brown Cheerio and yellower tinted Junaluska both enjoying great popularity. Mention should be made of the tried 
and true varieties Joycette, Ethel Peckham and Dauntless. The gardener who has not enjoyed these and goes on to newer kinds is missing 
something. Very new kinds on trial promise a wide variety of color, two very bright ones are Orange Flame and Wakarusa; rich garnet- 
purple Garden Flame and flaring Flora Campbell which seems as if it may surpass E. B. Williamson having its tones in more intense col- 
orations.

The two finest blends we blossomed last year were Prairie Sunset, ever sensational, and exquisite Salar. Most harmonious is warm- 
toned La Lorraine with tints of copper pink. 

The true yellow tan blend series would include the world famous Jean Cayeux and Sandalwood with variations in Apricot, taffy- 
colored Capri, or gold dusted Vedertte. Dusky Aztec Copper has beautiful styling while more golden Coronet is beige toned.

Slightly darker we have a trio of really splendid variation, demure bicolored Faér Elaine; illustrious flaring Song of Gold, or chaste, 
silken Sahara. All possess merit to the highest degree. Eclador in individual flower beauty leaves little to be desired, Lady Paramount, 
soft yellow and blended Treasure Island are worthy garden subjects. 

In the magnificent profusion of rich golden yellow varieties it is hard to know where to start. Spwn Gold is outstanding, rich, pure, 
golden velvety yellow. For size two surprisingly huge yellows are Ming Yellow and Happy Days. Following quite closely in size Golden 
Majesty is a rich golden straw color. For color alone Golden Hind is grand. Warmer toned Jasmania is in the very top bracket and it 
has a new companion in worthy Noontide. For the average gardener wishing a good yellow one cannot go wrong on lighter Golden 
Bear or tall Jelloway.
